I  have  just  glanced  over  a  list 
of  students  composing  the  Com- 
mittee of  Fifty  which  is  assisting 
the  Student  Christian  Associa- 
tion prepare  for  Religious  Em- 
phasis Week.  As  is  the  case  each 
year,  approximately  one-half  of 
the  members  of  this  worthy  com- 
mittee are  varsity  athletes  on  our 
campus. 

The  group  was  not  planned 
that  way.  To  the  contrary,  each 
man  became  a  part  of  it  as  a 
natural  outgrowth  of  his  Christ- 
ian leadership  background  and 
training. 

I  cite  this  fact,  not  because  it 
is  unusual  on  the  Presbyterian 
College  campus  but  because  it  is 
contrary  to  the  impression  of 
intercollegiate  athletics  which 
some  colleges  have  conveyed  by 
their  widely  publicized  violations 
in  recent  years. 

The  athletic  program  of  a 
college  should  be  vital  training 
ground  for  future  leaders.  It  is 
one  of  the  very  foundation 
stones  for  building  Christian 
character — a  basic  teacher  of  the 
simple  truths  of  loyalty,  un- 
selfishness, team  work  and 
tenacity  of  spirit. 

The  word  "sportsmanship"  is 
the  Golden  Rule  of  playing  field 
and  the  sidelines.  Participating 
athletes,  of  course,  receive  the 
maximum  benefits  in  body  and 
spirit  of  a  proper  sports  program. 
But  the  intensity  of  athletic 
competition,  the  loyalty  of  spec- 
tators attaching  themselves  vi- 
cariously to  the  action  on  the 
field,  has  a  tempering  effect  upon 
youthful  spectators  which  helps 
to  mold  these  characteristics  of 
strength. 

Presbyterian  College  believes 
the  classroom,  the  church  and  the 
athletic  field  are  partners  in  the 
development  of  well-rounded 
young  leaders.  That  the  sports 
program — and  the  staff  which 
maintains  it —  is  upholding  its 
share  of  the  obligation,  I  feel  the 
Committee  of  Fifty  bears  certain 
testimony.

One  boy  wanted  to  know  if  it 
would  be  advisable  to  move  his 
Church  letter  here  to  Gainesville. 

Another  was  interested  in  at- 
tending a  youth  conference  in 
Illinois. 

A  third  was  concerned  about 
a  friend  who  just  doesn't  seem 
to  be  able  to  adjust  himself  to 
University    life. 

One  wants  to  know  what  a 
Christian  is. 

A  girl  is  interested  in  going  to 
Assembly's  Training  School;  an- 
other whose  father  just  died  is 
in   need   of   comfort. 

One  boy  cried  because  his 
mother  was  divorcing  his  father; 
one  girl  wanted  to  know  how 
to  make  prayer  real  .  .  .  And  at 
a  quarter  of  twelve  a  freshman 
is  convinced  that  he  should  not 
elope  with  a  sixteen-year-old 
girl. 

This   is   student  work. 

On  the  campuses  of  American 
Universities,  thousands  of 
students  are  seeking  the  answers 
to  the  questions  of  life.  Many  of 
these  questions  are  answered   in 


the  classroom  by  professors,  but 
questions  concerning  the  exist- 
ence of  God  or  His  purpose  for 
the  individual's  life  are  not 
often  answered  in  lectures  on 
physics  or  music. 

Yet  these  questions  rise  in  the 
minds  of  students  as  normally 
as  the  questions  about  automo- 
biles or  sex.  During  student  days 
major  questions  are  answered, 
great  decisions  are  made,  real  de- 
dication takes  place. 

Realizing  these  things,  the 
Synod  of  Florida  has  erected  a 
$115,000  structure  on  the  campus 
of  the  University  of  Florida  to 
provide  for  the  spiritual  edu- 
cation of  its  students.  The  Synod 
maintains  this  building  and  calls 
a  full-time  ordained  minister  to 
work  among  the  students.  A 
committee,  composed  of  elders 
and  deacons  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Gainesville, 
serves  as  the  "session"  for  this 
minister   to  students. 

This  year  there  are  approxi- 
mately 10,000  students  at  the 
University      of     Florida.     Eleven

hundred  of  these  are  Presby- 
terians. 

The  program  carried  on 
through  the  facilities  of  the 
Student  Center  has  several  pur- 
poses. The  first  and  greatest 
purpose  for  being  on  the  campus 
is  to  win  young  people  for  Jesus 
Christ. 

A  second  purpose  is  to  nurture

the  faith  of  the  Christian  stu- 
dents. This  is  done  through  small 
Bible  study  groups,  theology 
clubs,  vesper  programs  and  a 
library.  The  faithful  are  en- 
couraged to  grow  in  their  Christ- 
ian faith  through  participation 
in  worship  service,  both  in  the 
Center  and  in  the  regular  church 
services.  The  students  grow  also 
through  intramural  sports  and 
social  activities.  This  broad  pro- 
gram of  nurture  is  geared  to 
bring  students  to  a  sound,  intelli- 
gent and  mature  understanding 
of  their  faith. 

A  third  purpose  of  the  Student 
Center  is  to  help  the  young 
people  find  their  place  in  God's 
world.  Special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  church  vocations,  but  an 
effort  is  made  to  stress  the  fact 
that  any  field  can  and  should 
be  considered  a  God-given  vo- 
cation.

Two  alumni  and  the  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  are 
among  the  four  prominent  South- 
ern Presbyterian  leaders  who 
will  participate  in  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  at  Presbyterian 
College  on  March   2-5. 

The  Rev.  J.  Davison  Philips; 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  will 
serve   as   main   speaker. 

The  two  former  PC  students 
returning  for  the  occasion  are: 
the  Rev.  Hubert  G.  Wardlaw  '38,

pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Orangeburg,  S.  C;  and 
the  Rev.  William  H.  Kryder  '44, 
pastor  of  the  Abbeville  (S.  C.) 
Presbyterian   Church. 

They  will  both  serve  as 
directors  of  classroom  and  dormi- 
tory discussions  and  make  them- 
selves available  for  personal  con- 
sultations. 

Moderator  Frank  Price,  former 
China  missionary  now  serving  as 
pastor  of  the  New  Monmouth 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Lexing- 
ton, Va.,  will  be  available  only 
for  the  closing  session  of  the 
REW  program  on  March  5.  He 
will  be  at  PC  primarily  for  the 
annual  Westminister  Fellowship 
Conference,  Synod  of  South 
Carolina,   which   opens  that   day. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week  is 
held  annuaUy  on  the  Presby- 
terian campus  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Student  Christian 
Association  which  is  headed  this 
year  by  Ray  Smith  of  Mc- 
Clellanville,   S.  C.

The  program  includes  two 
daily  sessions  of  the  entire  stu- 
dent body,  classroom  discussions, 
religious  "bull  sessions"  in  the 
dormitories  and  personal  inter- 
views. As  a  preliminary  to  this 
occasion,  nightly  prayer  meetings 
are  held  throughout  the  preced- 
ing week  in  spiritual  preparation 
for  Religious  Emphasis  Week. 

Philips,  the  principal  speaker, 
has  been  serving  the  Thomasville 
Church  since  1950.  Before  that, 
he  was  assistant  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  in  Atlanta  for 
three   years   and   saw   service   as 


a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  for 
three  years  during  World  War 
II.  He  received  his  BA  degree 
from  Hampden-Sydney  College 
in  1940,  his  BD  from  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  in   1943. 

Alumnus  Wardlaw  finished  PC 
with  a  BA  degree  in  1938: 
Columbia  Seminary  with  a  BD 
in  1941.  He  served  churches  in 
Franklin,  N.  C,  Whitmire,  S.  C, 
and  Conway,  S.  C,  before  going 
to  Lancaster  as  pastor  of  the 
First    Church    there    in    1949.    He

remained  in  Lancaster  until 
called  to  Orangeburg  last  year. 
Wardlaw  is  married  to  the 
former  Miss  Annie  Lee  Jackson, 
class  of  1935. 

Alumnus  Kryder  has  been 
pastor  of  the  Abbeville  Church 
since  1950.  He  assumed  this  post 
immediately  after  receiving  his 
Master  of  Theology  from  Prince- 
ton Theological  Seminary.  While 
at  Princeton  for  the  year,  Kryder 
served  as  interim  pastor  of  the 
Dickey  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and 
prior  to  going  to  Princeton  he 
was  assistant  minister  of  the 
First  Church  of  Athens,  Ga.,  and 
also  minister  to  students  at  the 
University  of  Georgia  there.  He 
received  his  BA  from  Presbyt- 
erian College  in  1944,  his  BD 
from  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary at   Richmond   in   1947.

W.  F.  Students 
Hold  State  Meet 

Some  160  college  students 
from  throughout  the  state  will 
assemble  at  Presbyterian  College 
on  March  5-7  for  the  annual 
Westminster  Fellowship  Con- 
ference of  the  Synod  of  South 
Carolina. 

Dr.  Frank  W.  Price,  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  and 
pastor  of  the  New  Monmouth 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Lexing- 
ton, Va.,  will  be  the  main 
speaker   for   the   occasion. 

The  conference  this  year  will 
be  built  around  the  theme, 
"Christian    Citizenship". 

Other  speakers  scheduled  on 
the  program  are:  Dr.  David  W. 
Sprunt,  chaplain  of  Washington 
and  Lee  University;  and  Arthur 
McDonald  of  Milledgeville,  Ga., 
a  University  of  Georgia  senior 
who  visited  Christian  student 
groups  in  several  foreign  coun- 
tries last  year  as  a  representa- 
tive of  the  World's  Student 
Christian  Youth  Conference. 

Dr.  Price,  the  principal 
speaker,  served  as  a  missionary 
to  China  for  almost  30  years — 
from  1923  until  1952.  The  last 
two  years,  although  not  per- 
mitted to  carry  on  missionary 
work,  he  and  Mrs.  Price  were 
detained  in  Shanghai  for  22 
months  by  the  Communist 
Government.  He  began  his  duties 
at  Lexington   last   September.

Choir  Visits  Springtime 
In  Virginia,  Washington 


A  tour  into  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia  and  to  the  national 
capital  will  highlight  the  spring 
program  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  robed  choir. 

Nineteen  concerts  of  sacred 
music  and  worship — built  around 
the  theme,  "The  Living  Church" 
— are  on  the  spring  schedule.

DORMITORY  FUNDS  HIT  $113,205 


Presbyterian  College's  cam- 
paign for  a  new  dormitory  has 
now  reached  $113,205.99  in  cash 
and  pledges. 

The  goal  is  $150,000  from  the 
churches  of  the  Synods  of 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina. 

A  breakdown  of  campaign 
figures  shows  a  total  of  $79,150.92 
in  cash  on  hand.  Pledges  so  far 
total   $34,055.07. 

Congregations  in  South  Caro- 
lina are  setting  the  pace  in  con- 
tributions with  a  total  of 
$74,811.30  paid  or  pledged  toward 
their  quota  of  $100,000.  Of  this 
amount,  $51,051.23  is  already  paid 
and   $23,760.07  pledged. 

Georgia  churches  to  date  have 
paid  or  pledged  $27,262.97  toward 
their  goal  of  $50,000.  This  figure 


is  made  up  of  $15,967.97  in  cash 
and  $11,295  in  pledges. 

Other  friends  have  given  the 
remaining  $13,131.72,  all  cash 
payments.

'Jacob's  Ladder' 

A  book  on  Negro  work  of  the 
South  Presbyterian  Church  has 
been  authored  by  the  Rev.  Alex 
R.  Batchelor  '24  of  Atlanta. 

Jacob's  Ladder  is  the  name  of 
this  publication  about  the  work 
of  which  Dr.  Batchelor  has  been 
such  an  active  part  as  secretary 
of  the  church's  division  of  Negro 
work  since  1947.  It  appeared  last 
fall  and  was  immediately  adopted 
as  one  of  the  texts  to  be  studied 
by  the  Women-of-the-Church. 

In  the  volumn's  introduction, 
S.  J.  Patterson,  Jr.,  secretary  of 
men's  work  for  the  church, 
writes: 

"Jacob's  Ladder  will  impress 
readers  with  the  tremendous  op- 
portunities in  Negro  Work,  as 
seen  by  a  man  keenly  tuned  to 
God's  will.  It  traces  the  history 
of  Negro  Work  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  US,  and  outlines 
the  steps  and  plans  that  lead  to 
greater   accomplishment."

PC's  first  joint  Alumni  Service  Award  has  been  given 
to  Doctors  D.  C.  Alford  '21  and  Furman  T.  Wallace  '37,  both 
of  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  for  their  work  as  co-sponsors  of  the 
Living  Endowment  program. 

The  selection  for  1953  was  made  by  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation Board  of  Directors  in  keeping  with  an  annual 
practice  of  recognizing  outstanding  service  to  the  Associa- 
tion.

All -State  Thompson 
Paces  Hot  Quintet 


Forward  Dave  Thompson 
became  the  sixth  consecutive 
Presbyterian  player  to  make  the 
Associated  Press  All-South  Caro- 
lina basketball  squad  as  he  led 
the  Blue  Stockings  to  one  of 
their  best  season  records  in 
history. 

Thompson,  a  sophomore  from 
Frankfort,  Ind.,  thus  continues 
along  the  glory  trail  of  PC 
basketball  which  has  seen  the 
college  place  a  man  on  the  All- 
State  team  every  year  since  1949. 

Forward  Dwight  Groninger  '52 
made  it  that  year  as  a  freshman 
and  went  on  to  become  the  only 
eager  in  the  state  ever  to  make 
the  mythical  honor  team  all 
four  years.  Forward  Paul  Nye 
'53  continued  the  tradition  last 
year. 

As  this  magazine  goes  to  press, 
Presbyterian  has  completed  its 
regular  season  of  play  with  a 
record  of  15  wins  and  only  six 
defeats — ranking  second  in  state 
overall  standings.  The  Little 
Four  tournament,  a  Fort  Jackson 
service  tournament  and  possibly 
a  regional  play  off  meet  of  the 
NAIA  remain  ahead. 

Paced  by  Thompson's  average 
of  22.5  points-per-game,  the  Blue 
Stockings  have  accumulated  a 
total  of  1,761  points  in  the  21 
regular-season  games,  compared 
to  1,414  for  the  opposition.  That's 
a  PC  average  of  83.9  points 
against  the  opponents'  67.3,  a 
point-spread  of  16.6  points. 

The  current  Hose  squad,  coach- 
ed by  Norman  L.  Sloan,  is  a 
young  outfit  which  will  lose  only 
one  man  from  the  starting  five 
next  year.  That  man  is  Captain 
Clyde  Beaumont,  a  guard  from 
Charlotte.  All  except  two  other 
members  of  the  squad — Senior 
J.  T.  McQueen  of  Mullins,  S.  C, 
and  Junior  Bob  Burgess  of  Burl- 
ington, N.  C. — are  either  fresh- 
men or  sophomores,  so  the 
basketball  horizon  is  bright. 

Freshman  Ron  Ragan,  a  great 
forward  from  Indianapolis, 
follows  Thompson  in  the  point- 
parade  with  an  average  of  15.5 
per  game.  Center  Burgess  is 
next  with  13  points  and  top  re- 
bound work. 


The  fifth  PC  starter  as  Beau- 
mont's guard  partner  this  year 
has  been  Guard  Bill  Toole  of 
Indianapolis,  team  sparkplug  and 
ace  ball-handler  who  averages 
close  to  10  points  from  his  out- 
side slot.

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Best  in  Seven  for  'Eleven' 


A  record  of  five  wins,  three 
losses  and  a  tie  gave  the  Blue 
Stockings  their  best  football 
record  in  seven  years  last  fall. 

These  figures,  turned  in  by 
Coach  Lonnie  S.  McMillian  and 
assistants  Bill  Crutchfield  and 
Norman  Sloan,  were  the  most  im- 
pressive since  the  seven  won — 
two   lost  record   of   1948. 

Just  25  players  carried  the 
brunt  of  the  attack  for  PC  during 
the  1953  campaign.  Eight  of 
these  were  freshmen,  seven 
sophomores,  eight  juniors  and 
only  two  seniors.  Because  of  this 
inexperienced  squad,  Presby- 
terian entered  six  of  the  nine 
games  rated  as  underdogs.  A 
fierce  spirit  and  smooth  team- 
work proved  the  winning  com- 
bination. 

Three  Hosemen  made  the 
second  team  All-South  Carolina 
and  three  were  named  for  Little 
All-America  mention.  Guard 
Luther   Shealy   of  Pacolet,   S.   C, 


and  Center  Frank  Boulware  of 
Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  figured  in  on 
both  of  these  selections.  End  Joe 
Counts  of  Brunswick,  Ga.,  made 
the  other  second  team  berth, 
while  Quarterback  Harry  Hamil- 
ton, of  Seneca,  S.  C,  joined 
Shealy  and  Boulware  in  getting 
Little  A-A  mention.  All  of  these 
players  have  another  year  of 
play. 

Hamilton  emerged  as  the  top 
offensive  ace  with  a  nationally 
ranked  passing  arm.  He  com- 
pleted 72  of  176  passes  for  863 
yards  and  six  touchdowns.  Lead- 
ing receivers  were:  End  Bobby 
Jackson  of  Charlotte,  with  17 
catches  for  216  yards  and  two 
touchdowns  and;  Counts,  with 
16  catches  for  115  yards  and 
three  TD's. 

Next  to  Hamilton's  aerial 
game  in  importance,  perhaps, 
was  Fullback  Gene  Carter's 
"pressure"  toe.  The  young  sopho- 
more  from   Concord,  N.   C,    con- 


verted six  of  nine  extra-point 
kicks,  but  three  of  these  came 
when  the  chips  were  down — 
proving  the  margin  of  victory  in 
two  games  and  the  element  of 
tie   in   another. 

Junior  Halfback  George  Blue 
of  Union,  S.  C,  led  the  PC  rush- 
ing attack  with  227  yards  in  43 
tries.  Halfback  Curtis  Freeman, 
a  senior  from  Clinton,  made  201 
yards  in  30  rushes.  And  fresh- 
man Halfback  Gene  Butler  of 
Conway,  S.  C,  made  180  in  37 
tries. 

Shealy  and  Boulware  paced 
the  Hosemen  defensively  in  1953, 
Shealy  making  50  individual 
tackles  in  the  nine  games  and 
the    big    center   making    54. 

Presbyterian  scored  victories 
over:  Alabama  State  (13-7),  Wof- 
ford  (7-6),  Davidson  (19-18), 
Catawba  (26-19)  and  Western 
Carolina    (20-7).

The  Bronze  Star  for  heroic 
achievement  in  Korea  has  been 
awarded  posthumously  to  the 
late  Lt.  Smith  Severn  Somerville 
'51. 

The  medal,  with  valor  device, 
was  presented  his  widow — Mrs. 
Louise  Payne  Somerville  of 
Green  Mont  Farm,  The  Plains, 
Va. — in  a  special  ceremony  at 
Virginia  Military  District  head- 
quarters in  Richmond  on  Dec.  4, 
1953. 

Lt.  Somerville  distinguished 
himself  in  action  near  Chobak- 
Kol,  Korea,  on  Feb.  23,  1953, 
while  serving  with  Company  B, 
17th  Infantry  Regiment,  7th  In- 
fantry Division.  Four  days  later, 
he  died  in  the  Tokyo  Army 
Hospital. 

The  citation  accompanying  the 
medal  reads: 

"He  was  leading  a  patrol  into 
enemy  occupied  territory  with 
the  mission  to  engage  the  enemy 
in  combat  and  force  them  to 
reveal  their  positions  and 
strength.  As  he  and  his  patrol 
neared  the  objective,  the  enemy 
opened   fire. 

"After  the  patrol  had  accom- 
plished its  mission,  he  re- 
organized and  prepared  to  with- 
draw to  a  position  of  safety.  He 
stationed  himself  so  that  he  could 
personally  check  each  man  to 
insure  that  all  members  of  the 
patrol  were  accounted   for. 

"Although  Lt.  Somerville  was 
mortally  wounded,  he  covered 
the  withdrawal  by  bringing  up 
the  rear,  thus  allowing  the  patrol 
to  return  with  a  minimum  of 
casualties.  The  heroic  action  of 
Lt.  Somerville  reflects  great 
credit  on  himself  and  the  military 
service." 

The  Bronze  Star  Medal  also 
was  presented  recently  to  Lt. 
Edgar  O.  R.  Sadlsr  '51  of  Clinton 
who  served  in  Korea  with  the 
U.  S.  Marine  Corps.  Parts  of  the 
citation  read: 

"...  Serving  as  assistant 
mortar  platoon  leader  and  later 
as  platoon  commander,  Lt.  Sadler 
displayed  exceptional  ability, 
initiative  and  professional  skill 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
During  periods  of  intensified 
enemy  action,  he  disregarded  his 
own  safety  and  remained  on 
duty  to  direct  effective  fire 
against  the  enemy  targets  .  .  . 
During  a  later  engagement,  he 
unhesitatingly     exposed     himself 


to  intense  enemy  mortar  fire  to 
insure  the  maximum  effective- 
ness of  his  platoon  while  direct- 
ing close  fire  support. 

"Lt.  Sadler's  determined  ef- 
forts and  selfless  devotion  to 
duty  served  as  an  inspiration  to 
all  who  observed  him,  and  his 
actions  throughout  were  in  keep- 
ing with  the  highest  traditions 
of  the  United  States  service."

Closely  connected  with  this 
purpose  is  a  fourth  one:  to  break 
down  the  barrier  between  the 
sacred  and  the  secular  and  to  see 
all — family,  vocation,  social  life 
— as  being  a  part  of  the  whole- 
ness of  life  which  has  been  re- 
deemed  by   Christ. 

The  work  of  a  minister  to 
students  does  not  differ  greatly 
from  the  work  of  an  ordinary 
pastor.  Visiting  is  carried  on  in 
the  dormitories  instead  of  homes; 
talks  are  made  before  frater- 
nities rather  than  civic  clubs. 
Comfort  is  offered  to  students 
the  same  as  adults;  professions  of 
faith  are  made.  Books  are  read, 
sermons  are  written,  and  com- 
mittees  are  attended. 

But  perhaps  the  major  part  of 
a  student  minister's  time  is  oc- 
cupied in  personal  counseling. 
The  most  valuable  and  lasting 
work  is  frequently  done  over  a 
cup  of  coffee  in  the  University 
coffee  shop  or  in  the  car  while 
driving  to  a  basketball  game. 
Here  personal  faith  can  be  dis- 
cussed— or  a  family  problem,  or 
matters  of  the  love-life.  These 
private  "bull  sessions''  are  the 
life-line   of  student   work. 

The  students  themselves  take 
an  active  and  creative  part  in 
the  student  work.  Student  of- 
ficers see  that  the  details  of  the 
organization  are  carried  out. 
They  plan  programs,  organize 
parties,  enlist  new  members  and 
contribute  financially  to  the 
work.  Through  these  various 
channels,  leadership  of  the 
church  of  tomorrow  is  being 
molded.  Young  lives  are  forming 
attitudes  and  habits  that  will 
continue   with   them   for   life. 

The  University  compus  is  truly 
the  great  mission  field  of  the 
Church  in  our  day.
